L/.N. Crisis Deepens 


The United States decision not to insist 


upon the enforcement of Article 19 of the 
United Nations Charter when the General 
Assembly convened in November may have 
been an extremely serious one for the 
future of that international organization. 
There are signs that a vote on enforcement 
now might well go against us. 


When the Assembly con' ened — con- 


veniently after the American elections so 
that any arrangement about the Russians' 
debt could not influence American votes— 
it is likely that the majority of members 
would have agreed that Russia would have 
to pay up or have its voting privileges 
suspended. 


But instead desperate efforts at a com- 


promise were made on the grounds that if 
the Soviet Union somehow could save face 
it would really pay its assessments now 
and in the future. The new president of 
the 
General Assembly, Alex Quaison- 


Sackey, who took office by acclamation 
rather than election to get around the no- 
voting status of the Assembly, worked out 
what appeared to be a successful compro- 
mise. Voluntary contributions would be 
made to another fund and the Secretary 
General would have the authority to decide 
when voting could be resumed and Article 
19 shelved. 


The Soviet Union then upped its de- 


mands; apparently didn't want to save face 
after all. Voting would have to resume 
immediately after the first of January so it 
appeared that the Russian voluntary con- 
tributions would not be more than a pit- 
tance. The Russians also demanded a reso- 
lution that the question of enforcing Arti- 
cle 19 would not be raised at all during 
this session of the General Assembly. 


So now it appears that, unless the no- 


voting status is continued indefinitely, or 
the Russian terms accepted, Article 19 will 
come up for a vote. But France, National- 
ist China and about a dozen other non- 
Communist nations also will lose their vot- 
ing rights unless they pay up some back 
dues. Of even greater importance has been 
the hysterical charges made against the 
United States by the majority of African 
nations since the rescue in the Congo. The 
new anti-Americanism is likely to influ- 
ence the African votes and some Asian 
ones. 
Furthermore these small nations 


feel the need of a strong United Nations 
and they fear the threat of a walkout by 
the Soviet Union. 


In some ways the American effort at 


compromise made some sense. The old 
idea that the General Assembly as well as 
the Security Council should have peace- 
keeping authority came about because of 
repeated Russian vetoes on the Council. 
But the General Assembly now is almost 
entirely controlled by ihe myriad of small 
and new nations, many without visible 
signs of either political or economic re- 
sponsibility. It is not at all impossible to 
imagine them backing the sending of U.N. 
troops to restore peace in Mississippi, for 
instance. 


But the United States most definitely 


has lost the initiative in trying to place 
the United Nations on a sound economic 
basis in its peace-keeping operations. Per- 
haps, considering the control in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, it is just as well. But what 
are we going to do in January if the Rus- 
sian debts are forgotten? Isn't it about 
time for a few tougher threats of our own, 
especially concerning our own contribu- 
tions to the United Nations? Getting two 
years in arrears ourselves as fast as we 
can might be a start in the right direction.

Wisconsin's medical care plan for the 


aged has been in operation six months now, 
and it is meeting real needs of elderly per- 
sons living on restricted incomes. 


Some 25,000 state residents over 65 who 


meet the eligibility requirements have 
been issued certification cards which serve 
as a credit card in the purchase of drugs 
or the services of physicians or hospitals. 
All the bearer has to do is show the card 
and Ms bill is forwarded to the private in- 
surance firm which administers the state 
program. 


When the law was passed by the 1963 


legislature it was estimated that as many 
as 170,000 of the state's 400,000 senior 
citizens would be eligible. The fact that 
only 25,000 have registered thus far may 
indicate that many are still unfamiliar with 
the law.

Posi-Crcscent Wire Fxiitor Victor W. Zierke ended 38 years with the paper upon 


retirement Thursday. Zierke's career traces back over all the important news 
stories of the era — from the Lindbergh kidnapping to the Kennedy assassination. 


He didn't show up for work 


at the usual early morning 
hour . . . and it will be that 
way from now on. 


Zierke officially wrapped up 


a 38-year newspaper career 
Thursday after meeting dead- 
lines. With the arrival of 1965 
he found himself retired. 


Having handled telegraphed 


stories from the Associated 
Press and other wire sources 
since the late 1920's. Zierke 
read millions of words before 
they got into the daily news- 
papers. 


Ironically, Zierke's favorite 


pastime after putting in a 
full day's work was to sit 
down in a comfortable chair 
at home and read. His co- 
workers considered him a 
walking encyclopedia . . . and 
he knew the newspaper inside 
and out. 


Wearing Glasses 


Unkowingly. Vic had a way 


of attracting attention by the 
manner in which he sometimes 
wore his glasses. Somehow or 
another they always managed 
to hang on. 


And, 
Zierke was just as 


skilful using words as be «-as 
editing them. Somewhat of a 
caustic wit. bis words 
came 


forth 
dryly 
— sometimes 


dipped in acid or champagne 
— depending on the effect be 
wanted to achieve. Yet his 
tone was always conversation- 
al. 


Zierke. who received 
his 


stones from vanous part; of 
the country via Morse Code 
when first starting on the job. 
saw many changes lake place 
in the news business over the 
years. 


When be started on the wire 


desk in the old Post-Crescent 
building on S. Appleton Street, 
Zierke was handed bis news 


stones from an Associated 
Press telegrapher in the of- 
fice, the latter receiving 40 
words a minute. 


More Coverage 


"Then came teletypes and 


we got more news coverage 
from all parts of the world 
than 
ever 
before," Zierke 


recalled. The machines event- 
ually received 53 words a 
minute, and today receive 66. 


In recent years came the 


advent of machines that pro- 
duced tape and monitor copy 
already edited. However, the 
decision as to what news was 
to be printed or discarded was 
Zierke's. and he continued to 
write the headlines in addition 
to being responsible for the 
makeup and appearance of 
the front page and other wire 
stories.

Stories Shook World 


Zierke handled many stones 


that shook tiie world dunne 


his bng career. Among the 
top stories he singled out were 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy and the Lindbergh 
kidnaping case. 


"The 
assassination came 


suddenly and ended abruptly," 
Zierke said, "On the other 
hand, the Lindbergh case was 
in the news for three to four 
years." 


Zierke admits that Dec. 7. 


1941. probably was one of his 
most startling days. He was 
at home when the Associated 
Press called to inform him 
that the United States had 
been attacked. Zierke had not 
been listening to the radio and 
did not know the U.S. entry 
into World War II had been 
triggered. 


The biggest story having the 


most affect 
on the world 


Zierke thought was President 
Truman's announcement tre 
United States had exploded 
the first atomic bomb.
